E seems to be able to get 
4 ‘enough warm clothes to 
wear in winter. . 


I have known in wariime of 
people who came perilously near 
to being left without a warm 
cont or winter footwear, but 
somehow the problem always 
seemed to he solved before the 
cold) weather sect in. 


‘The cheapest form of winter wear 
for men nnd women altke js a dark- 
coloured, short overcoat made of 
wiidded cotton ‘wool. 
and Nght, but ugly, 


It pets wet easily, but this docs 
not matter much, because as soon 
as winter pets in properly there 1s 
n perpetual hord frost and no rain. 


Poorer Russians wear the trndi- 
tional felt boots, which are very 
warm and comfortable once you get 
necustomed to them, but do not keep 
out the wet when the thaw sets in. 


They do not wear socks with these, 
but wrap their fect round with rags, 
which they dispose very cleverly, 


The poorer women wear shawls on 
thelr teads and the’ men wadded 
enps. with flaps to come down over 
the cars. 


But anyone who can afford it kes 
to have a sheepskin or fur coat and 
n fur hat. These often get grubby, 
and they take up a grent deal of 
extra space in crowded trains. But 
when there Is enough good fur to 
fo round, the streets of Moscow in 
winter will present a gay spectacle. 


ONkce workers In the towns do not 
wear felt boots, but ordinary shacs 
with goloshes, ‘These keep one warn 
and make it easier not to slip on the 
snow. ¥ .

There sre private dressmakers in 
i ntoscow and various State dress- 
making estnbUshments. But isolation 
from the "West has probably had a 
worse effect on thia branch of cul- 
ture than on any_olher. 


There ure manicure shops In all 
centres, and the “parikmacher,” or 
hoirdresser, plays os great a part In 
feminine life in Russla as here, But 
the standard of taste Is deplorable. 
I never could take with equanimity 
the uncared-for appearance of tho 
Russian girls’ hair, but on returning 
to my own country I find that the 
colffures of 1930 have become sadly 
unkempt In 1946. 


Iam told the trouble is that, for 
all {heir visits to the  hair- 
dresser, the Russian girls never 
brush their halr. They believe that 
if they did it would fail out. 


EEE 


Russian “perms” sre said to be 
drastic, There are no regular yearly 
fashions in hair styles any more than 
there are in’ clathes. I had nat 
realised how much our aesthetic fe 
vwed to the small group who keep 
yearly fashions in ine. 


Ruslan girls make up and use 
lipstick. ‘They are particular about 
shades, but it is far from kissproof, 
Kay Oakman told me: 


Cosmetics ure in very" short supply 
upd of very poor quality. Face 
vowder is pale, thiek and cheap. 
ipsticks are rurcly obtainable and 
most unsatisfactory In quality. The 
theatrical , people’ are quite well 
supplied with cosmetics, but the 
ordinary Russian gtrl is not. 


Yence the passion for nail 
varnish, which, for some reason, was 
easily available, Russian teachers 
sometimes ask for payment in 
jcosmetics instead of money. 


Fashion Show 


N 1945 the first fashion show since 

the beginning of the war was 
held in Moscow. This is how Kay 
Onkman deseribed it: 


The show was to be an exhibition 
of models designed for subsequent 
mass-production.~ Each~republic ~ of 
the Sovict Union had been invited 
fo submit garments for competition, 
'Yhe' most popular models were then 
to be displayed by mannequins at a 
further showing. 


The garments submitted varied, 
often. strikingly, according to thelr 
pluce of origin. The most up-to- 
date, to our cyes, came from the 
Baltic republics. Leningrad sent 
some very smart styles, but as they 
were usually rather ornate and 
heavily -.embroidcred—trecalling the 
splendour of St. Petersburg—thcy 
were unsuitable for ‘mass  pro- 
duction, 


lt was casy to see when particular 
designers had manajed to see recent 
copies of such magazines as Vogue 
and Harper's. Extravagant fashtons 
Just reported from Paris had been 
copied, but rather timidly, so that 
eee dashing smartness had been 
lost. 


Designs submitted by the Eastern 
republics showed a dress sanse sulted 
to a distinctive climate and different 
customs. They were mostly of thin 
materials and very voluminous, I 
even saw one or two yashmaks 
among them. F 


The most successful, to my mind, 
were the dresses designed on. tradl- 
tional Russtai lines, but modified 
according to modern ideas. The 
pinafore, froclc, a short version of the 
dress worn by Russian women. for 
centuries, looked very ‘pretty with 
simple, gay .embroldery on the 
atraps., .

Overcrowding 


N the cittes of Sovict Russia there 
is acute overcrowding. 


Conditions, of course, differ great- 
ly from place to pince. ‘The extreme 
cnse was tn some of the Urnl towns, 
where at times during the war people 
had to sleep as tight as they could 
be packed. This was part of the 
price pald by the Soviet people fur 
the successful evacuation of — their 
fuctorics, : 


Moscow has always attrocted po- 
pulation because it Is the cnpltal. 
and housing conditions there are 
very congested, It-is difMlcult for 
new arrivals to get any accommoda- 
tion at all, 


. , 


The mojority of families live in 
one room. There are seme good 
modern buildings, but not nearly 
enough yet. 


Although many people live in very 
sordid conditions, it is remarkable 
how clean ond self-respecting most 
of them emerge. 


Very often one finds a block of 
flats constructed on the basis of 
three or four rooms with bathroom 
and kitchen to a family. 


In present’ circumstances, how- 
ever, a separate family pets shoved 
into ench room, so that several 
families have to share the kitchen 
and bathroom. 


Privacy Is thus out of the ques- 
tion, but it does not seem to be 
missed. Most pegple get on well 
enough together on a give-and-take 
basis, althouth there always scems 
to be one black sheep who leaves 
the kitchen dirty and stores pota- 
toes in the bath. 


In one tnstance a family insisted 
on keeping a cock and hen in the 
kitechenz-to the great annoyance of 
the other inhabitants of that flat. 


Living In Style 


MIERE-is-no-uniform —standard - of 

housing. At the top of the scale 

of living there are. people Ike the 

late Alexis Tolstoy, the most famous 

author of his day. He drew royalties 

from his books and plays, and hid 
a very handsome income. 


The taxation such a person pays 
is much lower than our surtax, and 
to the Russian it does not seem odd 
that this stould be so. It is felt 
that he has carned his moncy by 
public service, and most people sec 
no reuson why the State should take 
it away from him In taxation, 


Alexis Tolstoy hod a town house 
and a country house, with good fur- 
niture and pictures, nnd could enter- 
tain throughout the war. 


He always had the best food and 
deink, He had a car with a chauf- 


feur, ond ot his country house, or }- 


dacha, he had a large garden ‘ond a 
Hardener, 


Before his death he was planning 
to extend his garden down a steep 
bank to an attractive brook. His 
country house was a twa-storeyed 
wooden building with several beds 
rooms, ample reception rooms and 
all conveniences, 


Other well-known writers lived 
well in a quicter way throughout the 
war. A typical leading. writer would 
have a three-roomed flat in Moscow 
with “rather heavy, old-fashioned 


furniture and a “dacha,” or country 
cottaye, at: Peredelkino, where the’ 


Union of Sovict Writers has ao: resi- 
dentiul estate on .-which writers 
can have their country cottages. 


“These dachos are well built, 
roomy, and: tolergably comfortabié, 
although many. improvements jn the 
way.of central heating and pluinbing 
suil remain to be Installed, 


‘Humbler professional workers live 
in one reom, which may be quite 
cosy, but is nearly always dingy. 
In the obsence of paint und 
materials it is impossible for most 
of them to havo any definite scheme 
of colour.or furnishing. - 


Many rooms are so small that the 
bed, invarlobly spotlessly clean, do- 
minates the room, Pillows are often 
decorated with satin bows in the 
doytime. The Russians, like most 
peasant peoples, love lace pillow 
slips. :

“ta astonishing how clean = the 


r . Russtans keep thelr clothes, thelr 
houses, and’ thelr: bodies with s0 
littlc sonp and hot water, although 
ae excellent public baths certainly 


Like all people just emerging from 
poverty, th> Russians love .solidly. 
bullt furnhure and -elaborate solid 
objects, such as brass. inkstands. 


Thelr chairs’ are about as comfor- 
table os our 17th-century chairs. 
‘There has been good furniture In 
Russia. and one atl) sees in em- 
bassies and hotels furniture made of 
Karelinn birch wood In the Empire 
style, but much of the good old 
furniture hos found its way into 
heating stoves. . 


Most of the beautifully embrol- 
dered towels and cloths which used 
to be common in ‘well-to-do houses 
have been sold in order to buy extra 
food. The beautiful curtains have 
been cut up for clothes. 


Cooking was a major wartime pro- 
blem, and still Is. A grent deal 
of cooking is done on electric hot- 
plntes called “plitkas." During the 
war !t was Illegal to use electricity 
for cooking or heating, and there 
was supposed to be ao strict’rationing 
of electricity. But I never heard 
of anyone who was for long pre- 
vented from using his plitka for 
necessary cooking, though whole 
blocks of fints were sometimes cut 
off for -veeks if they used too much 
electricity. : 


Gos was always an uncertain 
starter during the war, .and wood 
was very expensive on the open 
market, so that it would sometimes 
huve been impossible to cook at all 
if people. had not had their plitkas 
in the corner of the room. 


» Sometimes the fas pressure 
only suflicient for cooking in the 
small hours of the morning, and 
the women would stay up to cool 
a hot menl.in the middle of the 
night.

Servants 


LL well-to-do Russians have some 
domestic help, and it is much 
easier to find.a servant In Moscow 
than it is in London, The wage is 
not high, but the employer has to feed 
his servants and clothe them-—or, at 
any orate, help them out with 
clothing. 


The ordinary type of servant iv 
a =omnid of-all-work In the  Hteral 
sense of the word, She cooks, shops, 
cleans, darns and does your laundry, 


Well-to-do people with children 
generally have aio “nyanya'’—the 
word requires no translation, Like 
a cook, it is easier to find a nyanya 
in Moscow thon in London, but you 
have to feed and clothe her just 
like any other servant. 


The relations, between Russians 
and their servants are generally 
more friendly and Informal than in 
pre-war Britain, but you do meet 
people who adopt a tone of social 
superiority in public—though I doubt 
whether they would dare to do so 
with their own servants. 


Russians Ike to keep their houses 
very warm in winter, but during the 
war fucl was short. 


I have’ never seer gus used for 
heating: Electricity, too; is” mainly 
used for light and cooking, 


The main source of heating tn the 
war when coal was cut off was 
wood, with was not: satisfactory for 
use In most. of the’ eentral heating 
systems. 


Wood supplies were supposed to 
.be secured through the. “Inbour 
front.” This was a system of: con- 
scription by which the girls wera 
sent off during the summer for worl: 
in timber camp.: 


The conditions were hard, but 
on the whole healthy, and the pros- 
pective victims reacted to it very 
much the way British girls yeacted 
to the prospect of being directed in- 
to munition factories, 


In The’ Country 


HIE housing: situation in the 
country—and, remember, most 
people in the Sovict Union still live 
onthe land—is much casier than in 
the towns. 


Providing the villages with ser- 
vices and amenitics {s nn acute pros 
blem, but the people know how to 
make thelr own houses, 


In the Ukraine, and generally 
south of the forest belt, there is 
a shortage of timber, and the houses 
are built. of whitewashed mud. - 


t fs 
In‘the north and centre timber 
ig as common as water, and Russlan 
skill with the axe is the key to 
housemaking—and to much besides. 


“The right to acquire. private pro- 
perty In one's own. house is safe- 
fluarded by the Stalin Constitutlon. 
In the country many people do, in 


.|fact, own their houses. 


In the towns flat dwellers can- 
not own the building in’ which they 
live, but the rights of occuplers ara 
protected by tho. law. 


The five-year plan for the ycars 
1046-1950 provides for the sale of 
individual dwelling “houses to 
workers on the basis of long-term 
eredit from the State In order to 
“organise permanent cadres for In- 
dustry’—or, In other words, to 
diminish labour turnover.. 


The plan, further provides for 
using the “savings of workers and 
intellectusls for-the construction of 
thelr own houses." Four million 
square yards of prefabricated dwel- 
Ing-housesz are to be constructed. 


But housing has not received first 
‘priority in .the «new five-year pian. 
and the crowded conditlons will re- 
main for many yeors. . ~ ae
